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INTRODUCTION. 


We  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  this  collection  of  old  paintings 
surpasses  in  value  any  similar  and  equally  extensive  collection  ever 
before  offered  or  exhibited  in  New  York. 

As  to  the  authorship  of  individual  pictures  of  the  collection,  of 
course,  no  guarantees  are  given,  because  doubts  or  differences  of 
opinion  amongst  experts  in  the  history  of  art  may  reasonably  be 
anticipated,  for  such  differences  of  opinion,  which  are  based  on 
considerations  quite  aside  of  the  merit  of  the  paintings  con- 
cerning w^hich  they  are  entertained,  exist  and  always  have  existed 
in  regard  to  many  celebrated  paintings  in  the  greatest  galleries  of 
Europe.  But  when  the  qualities  of  a  work  of  art  show  it  to  be 
that  of  a  master-hand,  mere  doubts  or  disputes  as  to  the  name  of 
%e  particular  master  by  whom  it  was  executed  are  of  secondary,  not 
primary,  importance.  No  person  really  familiar  with  the  great 
masters  of  the  earlier  schools  of  painting  in  Europe  (and  several 
of  the  very  best  judges  in  such  matters  now  to  be  found  in  New 
York  have  examined  this  collection),  have  hesitated  to  say  that  no 
collection  embracing  so  many  paintings  of  the  best  early  European 
schools  of  art,  which  are  of  such  uniform  and  manifest  genuine- 
ness and  excellence,  and  in  such  admirable  condition,  has  ever  be_ 
fore  bfeen  offered  at  sale  in  this  city  or  in  the  United  States. 

The  names  of  the  several  masters,  wherever  given,  have  been 
given  only  according  to  the  best  evidence  now  attainable. 

Signatures,  as  all  collectors  know,  cannot  be  relied  on  as  the 
most  decisive  testimony  as  to  the  authorship  of  pictures.  It  was 
not  the  custom  to  sign  paintings,  nor  were  they  usually  signed 
until  after  the  "great  period"  of  early  European  art  had  begun  to 
w^ane.  And  all  intelligent  persons  who  will  reflect  upon  the  cease_ 
less  changes  in  human  affairs  in  all  countries,  and  upon  the  uncer_ 
tainty  of  secondary  evidence  at  best,  and  on  the  fact  that  the 
greatest  masters  relied  on  their  works  alone  and  not  on  signatures 
to  prove  their  productions,  together  with  the  fact  that  these  paint- 
ings, now  offered,  have  remained  in  private  hands  from  one  to 
three  centuries  and  more,  will  clearly  see  of  how  litde  worth  com- 
paratively, signatures,  certificates  or  histories  (always  to  be  had  if 
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|)aid  for),  can  be  to  prove  the  authorship  of  such  works.  In  law, 
in  reason,  and  in  the  very  nature  of  things,  the  paintings  them- 
selves are  the  best  evidence  to  prove  themselves.  All  other  evi- 
dence is  in  all  cases  and  at  best  secondary  and  hearsay  evidence. 
We  possess  sealed  documents  and  notarial  certificates  from  Spain 
to  prove  the  authorship  of  many  of  these  paintings.  But  the  owner 
himself  attaches  but  trifling  importance  to  them.  He  purchased 
these  paintings  on  view  not  on  statements,  and  because  they  plainly 
and  unmistakably  prove  themselves  to  be  the  genuine  works  of 
master  artists,  and  not  because  great  names  could  be  or  were  at- 
tributed to  their  authorship.  And  as  none  of  them  were  obtained 
with  the  slightest  idea  of  ever  selling  them,  litde  or  no  heed  was 
given  to  anything  said  of  them  or  relating  to  them,  except  what 
their  own  authors  say  of  them,  under  their  own  hands  and  brushes 
on  the  faces  of  the  works  themselves.  Such  works  of  the  dead, 
which  do  not  prove  themselves  to  be  the  works  of  master  artists, 
he  insists  no  one  at  this  late  day  should  even  attempt  to  prove  by 
any  extraneous  evidence  whatever.  He  insists  that  these  pictures 
can  and  should  rest  upon  their  own  intrinsic  evidence  to  prove 
themselves  to  be  master  works,  and  in  some  instances  especially, 
master  works  of  the  very  highest  character  and  greatest  value. 

We  are  well  aware  of  the  serious  injustice  done  to  many  of  these 
pictures  by  exposing  them  to  view  without  frames.  But  intelligent 
beholders  will  remember  how  very  far  superior  those  will  appear 
when  framed. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  the  owner  obtained  most  of  these  paint- 
ings in  Spain  during  the  depressions  and  anxieties  prevailing  there 
in  her  recent  civil  war.  But  they  are  by  no  means  all  of  them 
Spanish  works.  Many  of  them  undoubtedly  were  painted  in  Spain 
by  Italian,  Dutch,  or  Flemish  artists,  and  taken  there  during  the 
time  Spain  was  the  richest  State  in  Europe,  and  when  Italy  and 
the  Lowlands  were  but  parts  of  her  own  possessions ;  and  when 
every  great  family  and  church  and  convent  in  Spain  owned  paint, 
ings  by  master  artists,  of  the  far  greatest  epoch  in  the  painter's  art 
which  the  world  has  ever  yet  seen.  And  we  are  assured  that  to- 
day no  government  gallery  in  Europe  surpasses  that  in  Madrid.
